— In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 12-A of the Central 
Excise Rules, 1944, as in force in India and as applied to the State of Pondicherry, 
the Central Government hereby directs that, m the case goods specified in 
column 3 of the Table hereto annexed and manufactured in and exported from 
India or the State of Pondicherry, to any country or territory out of India or 
the said State, other than a country or territory with a common land frontier 
with India which has been declared to be foreign territory under section 5 of the

on demand being made within six months of the date of payment, 
any rebate erroneously paid to him.
